The club was organized in the 
days w’hen the Fox River was a 
three hour buggy journey from Ar­ 
lington Heights. If a train w’as tak­ 
en, the conductor usually obliging­ 
ly stopped it at the bridge to allow 
the boys to get off. 
F. E. Davis and Juan Kennicott, 
were among those who were prim­ 
arily responsible for the purchase 
of the land. They frequently fished 
around the bend in the river and 
“discovered” the tract. Juan Ken­ 
nicott purchased it and later turned 
it over to the club asking 7% in­ 
terest.

Last OI Palatine 
Lake Zurich R.R. 
Passes Away 


The last vestige of Palatine’s 
first grand promotion, the old l’al- 
atine-Lake Zurich and Wauconda 
Ry., has passed into history. 
W;ith the tearing up of the last 
of the old tracks by the C. & N. VV. 
Ry., who had used them as a switch 
track at times, the last of Palatine’s 
first bid for fame has been removed. 
Otto Gaare, president of the Pal­ 
atine Lions club says, the only 
trouble is that the C. & N. W. filled 
up the vacant places with dirt in­ 
stead of with cinders as they have 
done in other places. 
“Way back when” that old P. L. 
Z. & VV. was the pride and joy of 
Palatine. 
Glib tongued promoters painted 
a beautiful picture, mass meetings 
were held, subscriptions poured in 
and presto—Palatine people owned 
a railroad. 
They even had to lay some of the 
track, themselves, to get ready for 
that grand opening at Deer Grove 
i when the first train ran over the 
new road, but they got the work 
done and the big celebration was 
held. 
Then came years of tribulations, 
the road folded up and now the last 
vestige of Palatine’s former dream 
as a prosperous railroad center, has 
been removed as was the cash paid 
for the stock vears ago. 
The P. L. Z. & VV. is now only 
a memory and a sad one to most of 
Palatine’s pioneer railroad build­ 
ers.

Miller, daughter of 
the founder of the Rowles company 
and one son, William III.

The 
remainder of the plant and the bus­ 
iness office was 
moved here last 
spring. 
Mr. Miller often express­ 
ed himself as being pleased with 
Arlington Heights and anticipated 
moving here some time in the fu­ 
ture. 
He was actively in charge 
of the business of the firm and had 
surrounded himself 
with capable 
assistants, who are in a position to 
carry on the firm along the poli­ 
cies that he and 
the late Mr. 
Rowles had established.

The new bridge will span 12 rail 
tracks and will be a half mile in 
length, according to the Chicago 
Motor Club W est Area council. 
Members of the council had de­ 
clared that the 
present 
wooden 
structure is dangerous and inade­ 
quate. It carries only two lanes of 
traffic although 
Mannheim 
road 
(route US-45) is a four lane high­ 
way throughout this area. 
The 
bridge does not line 
up with the 
highway and necessitated curves in 
the road, and the grade of the ap­ 
proaches has been considered too 
steep, particularly with the wooden 
surface of the bridge being danger­ 
ously slippery during wet weather. 
According to the Chicago Motor 
Club, it will be 2,457 feet long, as 
compared with the 1,650 feet of 
the present structure.

tional length will make it possible 
to reduce the grade 
of the

proaches from 4:75 to 4 degrees and 
will make it possible 
to provide 
grade separations for Franklin ave. 
and Addison st. traffic which inter­ 
sects Mannheim at this point. 
The new bridge will be 63JL» feet 
in width, as compared with the 30 
feet of the present structure. This 
will provide two 24 foot roadways 
divided by a three foot medial strip, 
and the entire bridge roadbed will 
line up exactly with Mannheim rd.

Air Branch Needed, 
Says Famed Pilot 
F 


EAR that America is headed for the same disaster that befell the 
Allies, unless the administration subscribes immediately to a pro­ 
gram of air power, is expressed by Major Al W illiams in the September 
issue of Cosmopolitan Magazine. 
• 
“The only way to explain the existing weakness of the national 
defense system of the United States is by pointing directly to the fact

that this administration is duplicat­ 
ing each and every deadly error 
committed by the governments of 
France and England during the past 
five years,” Williams charges. 
The most deadly error of the 
Allies, according to Williams, com­ 
mitted notably by the British, was 
the failure to create an air force 
as a distinct and independent third 
arm of national defense—with no 
chiseling from the Army or Navy 
into its province. 
“Just as in the case of the British, 
Williams writes, “our Army and 


Navy leaders insist that air forces 
should really be air services assigned 
as messenger boys to the two older 
services, but as Europe has shown 
us, those ‘messenger boys’ have 
developed to the point where they 
can now destroy their one-time 
master.” 
It is this fear of the Army and 
Navy, of having to assume a posi­ 
tion of secondary importance in the 
defense scheme of things, that has 
prompted them for the past twenty 
years to resist the development of 
a separate air force, he maintains. 
It is up to the government—and 
only a strong government can do it 
—says Williams, to step in and put 
the Army and Navy in their proper 
places. 
The chief handicap against the 
organizing of a three-departmental 
system 
of 
national 
defense 
at 
present, in Williams’ eyes, is the 
“dominating influence of a W arship- 
President.” 
But Williams does not despair 
entirely, for it is his belief that a 
major invasion of the United States 
is conservatively five years away, 
and their is still time to prepare in 
the air.

Drouth and Heat 
Ruining' Farm Crop. 
Hughes Trip Reveals 


During a recent zig-zag trip 
iV™n - and up eastern and central 
illinois,’ says Farm Adviser C. A. 
Hughes, ‘‘we found the com crop 
literally burning up because of 
drouth and excessive heat. Com 
field afte r com field is tasseling 
low with a bush of leaves on the 
top that indicates stunted growth. 
The white flag leaves are showing 
fields and the lower leaves 
have already fired with the rest of 
the leaves on the plants turning 
pale and many of them alm ost dry 
enough to pulverize in your hands. 
‘M e talked to farm er after farm ­ 
er who said th at apparently their 
com yields won’t he 
much more 
than they were in 1934—the year 
of the extrem e dry weather. Occa­ 
sionally a good field would be found 
but they were few and far between 
and 
usually 
on 
well 
fertilized 
ground with protective trees to the 
west. On the whole it is our humble 
opinion that the half of the Illinois 
corn belt that we saw, from Spring­ 
field to DeKalb, W ill yield 30r r less 
than normal. 
“All of this would not make the 
com bins or “tin cans” as some m et­ 
ropolitan papers laughingly refer­ 
red to the surplus com storage sit­ 
uated at local shipping points all 
over tire com bolt look so foolish. 
Last fall when we w ere at the end 
of two years surplus com crops it 
seemed to be very foolish to con­ 
tinue storing this surplus com and 
allowing it to accumulate year after 
year. 
“ Usually we are 
short-sighted 
and lose sight of the 
fact that 
bum per crops do not happen all the 
time. It now appeal's to us unless 
the balance of the corn belt to the 
west is in fa r better shape than we 
think it is that the Normal G ranary 
of the AAA. so fa r as com is con­ 
cerned. will prove its wisdom for 
the year 1940. 
“I/et us sum m arize ju st what this 
will mean. In the first place the co­ 
operator in the program who has 
his com burned up will have a fed­ 
eral paym ent which will give him 
a little income th at the non-cooper­ 
ato r will not have. All the non-co­ 
operator will have is the short crop 
that he may he able to raise. 
“The second point,

ture, that Sept. 30 is the deadline 
for spreading limestone 
if they 
want to receive credit for the prac­ 
tice in 1940 under the AAA farm 
program. The same date applies to 
the spreading of 
phosphate and 
other practices for which credit is 
given. 
Evidence of the acceptance of 
limestone by Illinois farm ers as an 
im portant part of their 
soil im­ 
provement programs is the IO mil­ 
lion tons of limestone which they 
have spread the past 15 years. Dur­ 
ing the past four years they have 
spread nearly 5 million tons. Dur­ 
ing 1939 the record amount of Lu 
million tons was spread. 
With 
special 
emphasis 
being 
placed on limestone, 
along with 
other conservation practices, to en­ 
able farm ers to get more conserva­ 
tion of soil, w ater and human re­

spread on illinois farm s in 1940 is 
expected to exceed last year’s rec­ 
ord. 
Some doubt has been expressed as 
to whether limestone quarries will 
be able to supply the demand for 
the 11 j million or more tons that 
will likely be spread on half a mil­ 
lion or more acres in 1940. For this 
reason farm ers are 
advised by 
Linsley to get theii orders in early. 
He emphasizes the importance 
of testing the soil thoroughly for 
acidity before ordering 
limestone. 
Frequently farm ers apply two tons 
where three or four tons are needed 
to the acre to correct 
acidity. 
Farm ers wishing to test their soils 
for acidity and available phosphor­ 
us should* contact their local farm 
advisers for schedules of soil-test­ 
ing meetings to be 
held 
in the 
county.

Sept. 30 Deadline 
For Spreading 
Lime, Phosphate 


Sin ce September 30 is the dead­ 
line for farm ers to spread lime­ 
stone and phosphate and 
receive 
credit for the practices under the 
1940 AAA farm program, Cook 
county farm ers who haven’t al­ 
ready placed their orders should do 
so as soon as possible, according to 
Henry I). Gewecke, 
member 
of 
Cook County Agricultural Conser­ 
vation committee. 


Delay in 
placing orders may 
make it difficult for the farm ers to 
receive their deliveries in time to 
spread the limestone or phosphate 
before the closing date of Septem­ 
ber 30, Mr. Gewecke said. 


Because of the variation in the 
requirements of soil 
on a single 
field for limestone, Mr. 
Gewecke 
emphasizes the importance of te st­ 
ing the soil for acidity. Soils also 
vary greatly in their 
needs for 
phosphate, making soil tests for 
phosphorus equally important. 
Farm ers who are expecting to 
use limestone or 
phosphate may 
have samples of their soil tested 
1 at either of the Farm Bureau of­ 
fices or the Farm Supply Stores. 
“One difficulty with the use of 
limestone and phosphate in Cook 
county,” states Farm Adviser C. A. 
Hughes, “is th at very frequently it 
is applied on top the ground with 
the idea that in some way it will 
work down into the soil. 
“We have found the movement 
of limestone and phosphate down 
into the soil when it is applied on 
the top is practically 
negligible. 
However, tho movement of lime­ 
stone and phosphate along the sur­ 
face of the soil, due to heavy, beat­ 
ing rains, is considerable. There­ 
fore, try to apply limestone and 


Loons On Farm 
Stored Corn May 
Be Extended 


The Departm ent of Agriculture 
this week announced that a two- 
year extension of loans on farm - 
stored I93S and 1939 corn will be 
available to farm ers in the com­ 
mercial corn area when their pres­ 
ent loans m ature on August I. 
In case a farm er renews his com 
loan for two years, the loan will 
be renewed at the original loan rate 
of 57 cents per bushel, plus a stor­ 
age advance of IO cents per bu­ 
shel for two years storage, or a 
total of 67 cents. 
For borrowers who are unable to 
provide two years of storage and, 
therefore, renew their loans for 
one year only, the renewal loan will 
he at the* rate of 57 cents per bushel 
plus a storage advance for one year 
of 5 cents per bushel, or a total of 
62 cents. 
A farm er who prefers not to re­ 
new his loan on 1938 or 1939 com, 
may deliver his corn to the Com­ 
modity Credit Corporation in full 
settlem ent of all charges against it, 
or he may redeem his 1938 corn 
at 58 cents per bushel and his 1939 
com at 57 cents per bushel plus ac- 
I 
crued interest at three per cent. 
Farm ers who did not receive a 
storage advance of seven cents per 
bushel on 1937 and 1938 corn for 
construction of storage space at the 
time they renewed their loans last 
fall will bo paid the allowance at 
the time they renew their loans or 
deliver their corn to the Corpora­ 
tion. There is no storage payment 
due on 1939 corn. Interest accrued 
against loan com to August I, 1940, 
will be cancelled when the corn is 
resealed. 
As in the case of all commodity

phosphate where it can be mechan - 1 loans, the renewal com loans will 
really mixed as soon as possible

larger, old-fashioned muskmelons 
will find Benders 
Surprise, Tip- 
Top. and even a few Milwaukee 
Market. 
“Vine-ripened” is the descriptive 
term used to designate healthy can­ 
taloupes that have reached full ma­ 
turity on healthy vines 
and are 
therefore of high quality. Somers 
urges consumers to be sure that 
cantaloupes are legitim ately m ark­ 
ed “vine-ripened.” He says that 
in spite of modem 
refrigerated 
cars and rapid transportation, it is 
almost impossible to ship ‘Vine- 
ripened” cantaloupes several hund­ 
red miles before the season in this 
territory is open without excessive 
spoilage in the wholesale and re­ 
tail grocery stores, 
necessitating 
the picking of them before they 
ripen on the vines. 
Nevertheless, 
many of them are 
marked “vine- 
ripened.”

he demand loans. In the event that 
a loan is called under the demand 
provision, the borrower will retain 
the full amount of the storage ad­ 
vance. 
If a farm er wishes to redeem his 
corn during the renewal period, he 
will receive storage credit for the 
time he has kept his com in stor­ 
age. This is expected to encourage 
longer term farm storage. It will 
also result in keeping all corn un­ 
der loan at about the same redemp­ 
tion value, encouraging farm ers to 
redeem theii older stored corn first 
in the event that rising prices make 
redemption advisable. 
In case of a two-eyar 
renewal, 
the borrower will consent to keep 
his com under loan in storage until 
October 15, 1942, and will be able 
to redeem the corn after December 
I, 
1940, 
upon 
payment of the 
amount of the note plus interest 
minus one-half cent per bushel stor­ 
age credit for each month after De­ 
cember I, 1940. 
The one-year renewal will re­ 
quire consent of storage until Oc­ 
tober 15. 1941, and the com will be 
redeemable 
after 
December 
I, 
1910, upon payment of the loan 
plus interest, minus one-half cent 
per bushel storage credit for each 
month after October I, 1940. 
No extensions will he offered on 
either the small amount of 1937 
corn rem aining under loan or on 
any corn stored under loan in w are­ 
houses. 
In announcing the resealing pro­ 
gram , officials pointed out that it 
will make possible continued main­ 
tenance of the Ever Normal Gran­ 
ary program for corn, as provided 
in 
the 
Agricultural 
Adjustment 
Act. 
The Ever Normal G ranary 
supply of corn, officials said, is ev­ 
en more im portant now than it was 
before the war broke out and the 
national 
defense 
program 
was 
launched in the United States. 
The two-year resealing program, 
officials said, should increase the 
stabilizing effects of the loan pro­ 
gram on corn and hog prices by en­ 
abling farm ers to plan for a long­ 
er period of storage structures on 
farm s. At the same tim e the fact 
that all loans will be callable on 
demand will provide adequate pro­ 
tection 
against 
any 
emergency 
which might arise. 
With an abundant corn supply in 
reserve, farm ers have been able to 
adjust the nation’s corn acreage 
about to the level of annual needs, 
leaving a larger acreage for soil- 
] conserving crops. 
Present indications are that the 
j carryover of corn on 
October I, 
1940*, may be the largest the na­ 
tion has ever had. But since 1940 
corn plantinsg are well within the 
national acreage goal, the 1940-41 
supply of corn is expected to be 
somewhat less than that of a year 
South ago. 
Commenting on the 
resealing 
program. R. M. Evans, Adminis­ 
trator of the Agricultural Adjust­ 
ment Administration said: “One of 
the chief problems of Corn Belt ag­ 
riculture has been to maintain a 
reserve supply of 
livestock feed 
large enough to protect 
farm ers 
and consumers in times of em erg­ 
ency and at the same time to avoid 
the price-depressing effect of large 
sunplies overhanging the market. 
“The Ever Normal Granary has 
been one of the biggest factors in 
the recent improvement in farm ers’ 
incomes from the sale of corn and 
hogs. Rising corn prices have en­ 
abled many farm ers to repay their 
loans and redeem their loan corn 
at a profit as a resuit of orderly 
m arketing. 
Since the first loans 
were made on 1939 corn last De­ 
cember, the average farm price of 
corn has advanced 
13 cents per 
bushel. Resealed corn of the 1937 
and 1938 crops has increased in 
value more than 17 cents per bushel 
since last August. 
“The dune pig crop report indi­ 
cated that farm ers are adjusting 
their hog numbers to market needs 
and in 1940 will produce a pig crop 
about IO per cent below the near- 
record crop of 19^9. A principal 
factor in this desirable situation 
has been the steady corn price that 
discouraged the continued feeding 
of corn to larger hog numbers than 
consumer demand and export needs 
made desirable.” 


“With the appearance of small 
numbers of chinch bugs here, there 
and yonder,” says Farm Adviser C. 
A. Hughes, “we may expect, with 
normal 
weather conditions next 
( year, to see enough chinch bugs to 
; do real damage. W'e have had a 
, number of calls requesting advice 
for controlling chinch bugs. 
Us­ 
ually our suggestion is that it is 
not worth 
while 
fooling with a 
small number of bugs. The time 
and tailor that is required to com­ 
bat a crop of bugs does not save 
much more than time, 
labor and 
material themselves. 
‘These bugs that have hatched 
may be expected to fly in a few 
days where they will lay eggs ai! 
over corn fields and bugs that will 
be found this fall will be the sons 
and daughters of the bugs that are 
hanging on the corn stalks now. 
Barley, oats and wheat are con­ 
ducive to chinch bug development 
and most of our bugs appeared in 
barley fields this year. 
“One of the 
best m aterials to 
combat chinch bugs, and incident­ 
ally do a good job of farm ing, is 
to apply plenty of limestone and 
phosphate and raise more alfalfa 
and less corn, oats and wheat. The 
farm er who has plenty alfalfa and 
sweet clover will not be bothered | 
very much with hugs. 
We would say we are becoming I 
more and more convinced that Cook 
county is not a typical corn county. 
Much of the land is too rolling to 
be cultivated oftener than once 
every four or five years and it is 
not the black, level soil to be found 
from Mcl>ean to McHenry county 
which is typical corn belt land. Our j 
rolling grounds, with more-or-less 
gravel in it, are better suited to 
alfalfa and grasses. 
It has been 
found that alfalfa can be made into 
silage with the use of about forty 
pounds of molasses to the ton of al­ 
falfa. 
Within another year m a­ 
chines will he on the m arket that 
will chop the alfalfa in the field 
ready to he brought into the silo. 
A number of our leading farm ers 
are building two silos—one for al­ 
falfa and one for corn ensilage. Al­ 
falfa, being rather heavy, requires 
reinforcement 
on 
the 
silo. 
We 
would like for dairy farm ers to con­ 
sider a rotation something like the 
following: 
1. Corn. 
2. Oats for hay with alfalfa and 
broom grass seeded. 
3. Alfalfa and broom for ensil­ 
age and hay. 
4. Alfalfa and broom for ensil­ 
age and hay and some pasture. 
5. Broom with some alfalfa for 
pasture. 
This rotation is a five year orta- 
tion with only 1/5 of the land in 
corn. 
However, there are four 
years of legumes on the ground 
and when the corn crop is put in, 
the ground will be in the very best 
possible shape for a good crop of 
corn. Oats for hay will get the oats 
off the ground before they lodge or 
go down, therefore, giving the al­ 
falfa an ideal opportunity to get 


started. At any rate it has about 
as much feed value for hay as it 
would have if it were threshed. 
Oats can be bought as cheaply as 
it can be raised for grain. 
“The three years of alfalfa for 
hay ensilage and pasture makes the 
cost of cultivating the land about 
as cheaply as it can he? and erosion 
is prevented by staying away from 
over plowing. 
However, this all 
necessitates 
plenty 
of 
legumes 
which means plenty of limestone 
and phosphate. 
This is about the time of year 
to begin to figure on limestone and 
phosphate for next year. It should 
always be applied to ground that 
is going to be cut with a disc or 
worked into the ground. 
There 
seems to be an idea in Cook county’ 
that limestone or phosphate can be 
spread on top the ground and in 
some way it will work 
down into 
the soil. We have tested samples 
from many pieces of iand that have 
been very thoroughly limed on the 
surface for many years and the 
sub-soil, just an inch or two below 
the plowed surface, 
shows 
no 
change in acidity conditions. Lime­ 
stone and phosphate must be work­ 
ed into the soil and not expected to 
work down into the ground. 
Furtherm ore, as we have stated 
time and time again, the finer ma­ 
terial is the most 
valuable but 
beating, washing rains will carry 
large amounts of this material in 
suspension and wash it off the field. 
Therefore, cut the ground with a 
disc and get it worked in by me­ 
chanical means as thoroughly as 
possible. If land can be limed and 
phosphated a year before legumes 
are sowed so much the better. 
“In an effort to find out how soil 
tests we suggest taking four or five 
samples from a forty acre field 
one or two inches down; air dry 
these samples very thoroughly and 
pulverize. 
At least two samples 
should he taken as sub-soil samples 
down about one foot deep. Either 
Farm Bureau office, as well as -all 
the Farm Supply 
Stores, will he 
glad to test the soil for you.”

ing 50 to GO pounds of molasses 
to each ton of green feed. To the 
molasses, lie adds water—3 parts 
} to I part molasses. 
Ile reports that his 24-head dairy 
herd thrives on the silage and that 
the flavor of the 
milk, which he 
sells on the retail market in St. 
Louis, remains constant. 
There 
has been practically no spoilage of j 
the silage. Rohrkaste feeds from 1 
50 to OO pounds of silage daily to i 
each cow when feeding a full ra- 1 
tion twice a day. Each cow is also 
provided with all tho hay she wants 
and with one pound of grain for 
each five pounds of milk produced. 
Rohrkaste cuts his hay in the 
half-bloom stage and is careful to 
protect it against wilting. 
This 
year he used three trucks and a 
team to haul in the green material. 
Legume’ silage enables him to 
substitute erosion-resistant crops 
for erosion-encouraging crops like 
corn on his sloping acres. He says 
the feeding value of alfalfa silage 
is at least equal to corn silage, and 
that ensiling enables him to save 
his first legume cutting in first - 
class 
condition, 
despite 
adverse 


weather conditions. 
Growing of legumes is one of 
five practices being stressed in Illi­ 
nois in 1940 to enable farmers to 
get mort* conservation of physical 
and human resources. 
The other 
practices are contour farming, tree 
planting, spreading of limestone 
and pasture improvement. 
Rohr­ 
kaste is one of many farmers coop­ 
erating with the University of Il­ 
linois College of Agriculture and 
the U. S. Soil Conservation Sendee

Farm Drainage—A 
high per­ 
centage of Illinois’ best farm land 
would be practically worthless if 
it could not be drained. This fact 
i is recognized in the Constitution of 
1870 by the following language: 
“The General Assembly 
may 
j pass laws permitting the owners of 
‘ lands to construct drains, ditches 
and levees for agricultural, sard- 
tan' or mining purposes, across toe 
lands of others, and provide for 
the organization of drainage dis­ 
tricts and vest the corporate au­ 
thorities thereof, with power t o 1 
construct 
and 
maintain 
levees, 
Grains and ditches, and to keep in 
repair all drains, ditches and levees 
heretofore constructed under the 
laws of this state, by special assess­ 
ments upon the property benefited! 
thereby. 
However, long before this con­ 
stitutional provision was adopted i 
and before the state legislature en-J 
acted drainage laws, certain rules 
or common law principles had been 
well established by 
the 
courts. 
One of the fundamental rules de­ 
veloped is the following: 
When one tract of land is natur­ 
ally situated se 
that it 
drains 
across a lower adjoining piece of 
land through natural depressions, 
it is entitled to this advantage and 
the lower owner can not prevent the 
natural flow of water from the 
higher adjoining land. 
This “natural drainage” theory 
did not meet the needs of a grow­ 
ing agriculture, however, and the 
following rule was developed: 
An upper landowner 
may in­ 
crease the amount of flowage f *om 
his land by the use of anti ti Jal 
ditches constructed on his own land, 
so long as the ditches drain oily 
the natural basin front which water 
could have flown onto the low* r 
land. 
This rule increased considerably 
the number of farms that could 
legally secure adequate drainage.
